Curt Radford mentioned some time back that our 
membership was holding steady at about 525 - although 
we've issued 1600+ serials in our ten years of existence. 
Membership fluctuates sometimes due to the economy or 
sometimes interests change. (Il dropped four 
memberships this year, partly due to the economy and 
partly because | decided | belonged to too many entities 
to which | had to pay dues. However, in my case, none 
of the ’dropped’ units were because of any interest 
change; | just decided | had to draw the line somewhere. 


Our membership seems on par with a lot of other 
collecting or ‘interest’ societies or clubs. Doing a little bit 
of research | knew before | began that some societies 
such as the ANA and the APS had been around since the 
begining of time. Others, us for example, have a 
continuing membership forming a core group that stays 
relatively small but constant. While no reflection on these 
smaller groups it just means that, with many people, they 
just drop out for any of many reasons. 


While | would like to see us with a higher constant 
membership number | don’t think it will happen - too 
many other things are going on at the same time and you 
ask “Where should | draw the line?" As such, at 500+ 
members | believe that we can hold our own; we'll stay 
relatively small. Too, we have a rather esoteric hobby, 
don’t we? 


A very pleasant surprise for our membership and for one, 
or two, lucky people as a result of our participation at the 
Great Eastern Numismatic Association show in late 
September. The Union, in the persons of Dan Bradley, as 
President, and SCCS member Mike Bean presented us 
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The Souvenir Card Collectors Society recently celebrated its tenth anniversary at the Centennial Convention of the 
American Numismatic Association held during August in Chicago. The SCCS was fortunate to be offered a spot on the 
Midway right next to the United States Postal Service at the convention. There, we had an exhibit of all of the BEP and 
ABNC ANA souvenir cards that have ever been issued with first day show cancellations. This exhibit generated a lot of 
interest not only in the souvenir card hobby but in getting souvenir cards first day show cancelled. In addition members 
of the Society staffed the table all six days of the show. We signed up 15 new members at the show and sold quite a 
few of the hard and soft cover catalogs with the SCCS numbering system. We had our annual meeting at this show as 
well. The Bureau of Engraving and Printing issued two souvenir cards as did the American Bank Note Company. Also 
the American Numismatic Association issued a couple of cards at the show. It was a good show for souvenir card 
collectors and certainly for coin collectors as over five hundred dealers were in attendance. 


At the general membership meeting held at ANA 1991, | gave a President’s Report. The status of the society is good as 
we have currently about 525 members. It is important for our members to help us recruit new members. Applications 
can be obtained for the asking from Dana Marr the society secretary. We also would like to request that some of our 
members consider setting up Society tables for the SCCS at some of the stamp or coin shows that you attend in the 
future. At this meeting it was announced that Art Benjamin, the SCCS treasurer, would be taking over future updates 
with the SCCS Numbering System for Forerunner and Modern Day Souvenir Cards. | have done this numbering 
system for ten years and it has grown to be too much of a burden to carry any longer. In addition, | have grown tired of 
the complaints that | receive regarding a particular souvenir card that has or has not been listed. The numbering 
system is certainly not perfect but it is the best numbering system in existence and | would like to encourage our 
members to use it whenever buying or selling souvenir cards. Art Benjamin will, with the assistance of others, continue 
to update the numbering system on an annual basis. | encourage you to support Art with the numbering system as you 
did with me; any items to be submitted for consideration of being included in the numbering system should be 
submitted to him. His address is on page 3 of this journal. Please send him a photocopy of the item to be listed along 
with a description of the size of the item, colors used in printing the card, and copies of any inside pages along with 
colors as well. 


Also at the general membership meeting, we talked about the fact that we still have a limited number of soft and hard 
cover SCCS Numbering System catalogs available. The hard covered catalogs sold very well at the ANA convention. 
Those who saw them immediately wanted them as they contained a beautiful engraved frontispiece as well as two 
souvenir cards and the text of the book. A couple dozen copies of the hard cover catalogs remain available from me 
for $77.50 post paid. Proceeds go to the Society. Soft cover editions are still available at $27.50 post paid from our 
Secretary, Dana Marr. Art Benjamin delivered a treasurers report at the meeting. The financial status of the Society is 
good. His report can be found elsewhere in this issue. The Society has gained additional revenue through the sales of 
its catalogs, souvenir cards, and through the donation of souvenir cards from members to be sold in our auctions. 


Robin Ellis also gave his editor's report at our general membership meeting. He acknowledged that the Journal has 
been coming out behind schedule. This, however, was unavoidable due to the death of his mother in England. 
However, he anticipated no problem in keeping the Journal on a basic quarterly schedule. He also encouraged our 
members to submit articles for publication. There was discussion at the meeting about whether we should or should 
not mail out a membership directory to our members. Some felt quite strongly that we should do this. Others felt that 
there was considerable legal liability as some of the members might not want their addresses published. A membership 
directory is under consideration by the Society. If you do not want your address published in such a directory, please 
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notify our Secretary, Dana Marr. 


At the meeting, it was also decided that our next general membership meeting would be held at the World Columbian 
Stamp Exhibition next year (in Chicago, also). This show will be nearly as large as AMERIPEX that was held in 1986. 
The Bureau of Engraving and Printing, possible the American Bank Note Company, and many, many postal 
administrations will be in attendance as well as a very large number of stamp dealers. Because of this, and the large 
number of souvenir cards that will be issued there it was felt that this show would be the best site for our next meeting. 
We need a local-area volunteer to help organize our participation at this exposition next year. Our thanks go to Chuck 
Teeman for his help in organizing our participation at the ANA '91 Convention. 


Towards the end of the meeting we heard a report from Paul Schmid regarding the American Bank Note Company 
Souvenir Card Program. Following this | gave a color slide presentation on the Life and Times of William McKinley 
illustrated by various engraved souvenirs issued during his career. 


It should be once again pointed out to the Society that it has been the same people who have done all of the work in 
the Society in the last ten years. We don't really mind (although we do occasionally get bent out of shape) but we do 
have a set of bylaws which calls for an election on an annual basis. However since there are never any volunteers for 
any of the positions open to the membership the same people end up serving by default. If any of you have any 
interest in serving on our Board of Directors in any position please notify me in writing. One area where we are critically 
in need of help is in the position of Publicity Chairman. This position calls for someone to help us send out publicity 
releases regarding various Society functions, meetings, souvenir cards, etc. to the Philatellic and Numismatic Press. 
We have not had an active Publicity Chairman in a long time and because of this, our membership has been declining. 
Isn't there anyone out there who can step forward and help us for this very important position? 


Lastly, it is with great sadness that | report the loss of one of our Society’s supporters. Chuck O’Donnell passed away 
on July 1, at the age of 76 from congestive heart failure. Chuck was a native of Atlanta and a Navy Veteran. He was 
well known in numismatics, particularly in the paper money collecting field where he wrote the Standard Handbook of 
Modern U.S. Paper Money, first published in 1968. Chuck served on the ANA Board of Directors. He was a collector 
and at one time a dealer of souvenir cards. He had long been a member of the SCCS and was our first life member. 
He spent his latter years in Crescent City, FL. He is survived by a wife and four daughters. He will be missed not only 
by his family, but also by the Souvenir Card Collectors Society.

two items to be used in future auctions. 


One is a proof pulled at the show, numbered, dated and 
signed by Mike Bean. It is done in brown ink and housed 
in a portrait folder. The vignette is of a $1000 'counter’ 
centered on an oval lathework background with 
horizontal bars to each side. Of course it is from a steel 
die and is intaglio printed. This card is serialled ‘13’. 


The other item is a Progressive Proof of the Currency 
Club of Chester County card - seven passes through the 
press to achieve the final offering. (For a view of the 
finished card see the Union ad in this issue.) This gift is 
housed in a folder that includes a history of the C.C.C.C. 
and of G.E.N.A.

While at GENA | had the pleasure of meeting Milt 
Teichman. You may remember that we used an article, 
written by Milt many years ago, in the Spring Journal.

That finished Chuck as a collector and dealer of currency. 
His heart went out of it completely. He sold his remaining 
stock to me and gave me his customer list. 


Here, in San Antonio, | lasted two years. In a five day 
span | was burglarized/robbed twice and vandalized 
once. The same group of people were responsible for 
the whole thing. | have not collected currency since (that 
was ten years ago). 


You may think the moral is that you should keep nothing 
at home if it is valuable - true! - and that everything 
should be in a bank vault - true! - but a small-time dealer 
cannot operate that way. (For one thing, the bank will 
always be closed when you want access.) In the days 
before Chuck moved to Florida and still lived in New 
Jersey | stayed with him and Pat a few times. Safety was 
always a subject of discussion and | was warned that | 
might get robbed. We came to the conclusion, though, 
that no matter what you do to protect yourself, there’s 
always somebody out here with a small edge. 


Chuck was the author with others of the definitive book 
on small size U.S. currency, going through about seven 
editions if | remember correctly. He taught me a lot and 
he will be - is - missed. 


And the second comment applies to those of you who 
were around in World War II which makes you like me - 
pretty much the age of Methuselah. If you have any 
knowledge - direct or written - of any Prisoner of War or 
internment camps that were near you (holding German, 
Italian or Japanese prisoners, or Americans of Japanese 
descent relocated from the West Coast) | would 
appreciate hearing about it from you. Thank you.

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CONFEDERATE STAMPS ON SOUVENIR CARDS 
Curtis D. Radford, MD (SCCS 1) 


This article is an attempt to illustrate to our readers that it is not that difficult to write and publish an article about 
souvenir cards in the Souvenir Card Journal. The topic of this article was literally picked out of a box of privately issued 
souvenir cards that was sitting in the top of one of my closets. 


This article is based on the reproduction of Confederate stamps on souvenir cards. The only souvenir cards that have 
Confederate stamps on them were privately issued souvenir cards issued in the United States over the past fifty years. 
Surely if a few privately issued souvenir cards gleaned out of a box of souvenir cards can result in an article of some 
degree of interest there must be cards residing in our readers collections that would also be worthy of an article. Many 
of our members do not contribute articles to this journal because they are afraid that they have nothing to write about 
or are unable to do any research or tell a significant story about any of their souvenir cards. 


At the end of 1860 the Southern states of the United States were rapidly drifting towards open rebellion. On the 20th of 
December, 1860 the South Carolina State Legislature passed "an ordinance of secession". This was quickly followed by 
a similar action on the part of six other states in the South. Civil War was now close at hand. On April 14th, 1861 rebel 
batteries fired on and subsequently forced the evacuation of Fort Sumter. The administration of President Buchanan 
had, unfortunately, done little to conserve or protect the property of the Federal Government in the secession states. 


Forts, arsenals, post offices and other federal entities fell into the hands of the Confederate authorities. As a result, and 
with regard to postal affairs, the incoming U.S. Postmaster General appointee, Montgomery Blair, faced a situation 
where the Confederate states could use the vast, newly acquired stocks of U.S. postal issues - stamps and stamped 
envelopes, etc. - to subvert the revenues of the Federal government. This captured hoard could have been used in the 
Confederate states but also could have been smuggled north into the Union, being used to produce funds at no cost to 
the southern states. 


As a result, the United States decided to have all remaining postal revenue items returned to Washington. An entirely 
new issue of stamps was then produced being printed by National Bank Note Company for the United States. They 
were first issued in August 1861 and they featured various portraits of President's Washington and Jefferson, and 
Benjamin Franklin (Scott U.S. 55-62). These stamps are now great philatelic rarities among United States collectors. 


Interestingly, the Confederate States of American decided not to use the postage stamps that had been captured from 
the United States post offices in the southern states. Rather than overprint these stamps and use them, the 
Confederate states chose to issue their own stamps. 


The first Confederate stamps were released in October 1861. The first issue was the 5¢ green lithographed stamp 
featuring a portrait of Confederate president Jefferson Davis. They were lithographic prints done by Hoyer and Ludwig 
of Richmond, Virginia. Subsequent Confederate stamps were also printed by G. P. Patterson and Company and the De 
La Rue Company of London, England. Further, some of the later Confederate issues were printed by the Archer and 
Dailey Company of Richmond using plates prepared by De la Rue in London. In 1864 plates were transferred from 
Archer and Bailey to the firm of Keatinge and Ball of Columbia, South Carolina, who then made further printings. The 
last Confederate issues were released in 1864. Confederate stamps form a popular sub-specialty among philatelists in 
the United States. 


Not too surprisingly a number of souvenir cards issued over the years have featured reproductions of Confederate 
stamps with some even using the original plates. | am not aware of any souvenir cards issued by the security printing 
bank note companies that feature stamps of the Confederacy. There are, however, a small number of privately issued 
cards that feature reproductions of these stamps. These stamps on souvenir cards and other items date back to the 
early part of the century (see Figure 1). Therefore, then, these souvenirs are the topic of the remainder of this article. 


In 1862 the Confederate States of America requested the De La Rue Company to produce plates for new stamps. 
Typograph plates for the new 2¢ and 10¢ stamps were prepared by altering the 1¢ (Scott Confederate 14) and the S¢ 
(Scott Confederate 6 and 7) designs that had been prepared by De La Rue at some time previous. 


For some reason these stamps were never officially printed from the new plates. However, privately produced prints 
from the plates do exist in a variety of colors. One section of the 10¢ plate ended up in Columbus, Ohio and became 
known as "The Columbus Block’; | believe that George Linn, the founder of Linn’s Stamp News, was the owner. This 
block is still in the Columbus area. 
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This Print is made from the sole remaining section of the original 
De La Rue electrotype of the Five CENTS Blue, altered to ‘TEN.’ 
It has been positively identified by Mr. FRANK BAPTIST, who printed 
these FIVE CENT stamps at Archer & Daly’s, in 1862. Fifty-six years 
later he superintended this printing, attesting these statements by his 
signature: a

The Columbus (Ohio) Philatelic Club (Society) has issued a variety of souvenir sheets, cards, menus, and similar items 
over the years. 


In 1910 the Columbus Block was used to produce a printing plate from a previously made impression from the original 
Columbus Block plate. In 1918 another impression was taken and used as the basis for a “commemorative” issue 
(again, see Figure 1). In 1935 the block was again used and a spoof print was made (see Figure 2). Apparently, over 
the years, due to handling, notches and other damage had occurred to the block. The notches noted along the left 
hand border of the Columbus Block plate and the subsequent prints produced from it, were repaired on the plates used 


to produce the spoof sheet. The notches are not visible on this sheet as they were in the previous prints made directly 
from the Columbus Block plate. 


It should be noted that the 1935 sheet is also available without margin inscription. Additionally, a die-proof of the sheet 
exists printed on card stock in black ink. And, too, it is known that a counterfeit issue of the spoof sheet was printed, 
and which was issued in Brooklyn, New York. 


On May 4th and 5th of 1974, the Columbus Philatelic Club held its annual show and bourse in Columbus, Ohio. For this 
show an attractive souvenir card was issued. Like the 1910 and the 1918 souvenirs, the 1974 card was printed directly 
from the Columbus section of the original unissued 10¢ Confederate plate. A Columbus section or block of nine 10¢ 


Confederate stamps appears at the middle of the card in dark blue ink. The text is printed in black ink on glossy white 
card stock; the card measures 6x8". (See Figure 3.)

The Oklahoma City Stamp Club held the Oklahoma City Stamp Show June 1 and 2 of 1974. To commemorate this 
show, the organizers issued a souvenir card featuring a Cross and Gutter block of eight Confederate States of America 
10¢ stamps that were originally printed by Keatinge and Ball in 1864 (see Figure 4). This card commemorated the 
participation of Southern Cherokees in the fighting forces of the Confederate States of America in southeastern 
Oklahoma during the Civil War. It noted that the last Confederate General to surrender his forces at the end of the war 
was Stand Watie, a distinguished leader of the Southern Cherokees. He was the only Indian officer to attain the rank of 
Brigadier General in the Confederate Army. 


The Memphis Stamp Collectors Society issued an attractive souvenir card for MEMPHEX '74. The card features 
“provisional” stamps that were issued on June 19th, 1861 by the Confederate Postmaster of Memphis, M. C. Gallaway. 
Featured on the left of the card in blue ink is an incomplete impression of the 2¢ provisional value which resulted from 
the cracking off of the stereotypes on the outside edge of the plate. On the right side in red is reproduced a tete-beche 
pair from the sheet of the Five Cent value. The text of the card is printed in black ink on white card stock measuring 
61/4x83/4" (see Figure 5). 


An interesting souvenir card featuring some Confederate local stamps was issued by the Virginia Philatellic Federation 
at VAPEX 75. This show was held from October 31st through November 2nd, 1975 in Richmond, Virginia and hosted 
the Confederate Stamp Alliance and the Virginia Postal History Society. An attractive souvenir card was issued 
featuring three local "Bucks Richmond Express" stamps that were printed in 1861. The five, ten, and fifteen cent 
denominations appear on the card in brown, blue, and green colors respectively (see Figure 6). The original locals 
were issued in one, two, five, ten, fifteen, and twenty cent denominations. These local stamps were rumored to have 
been used to pay for the services of a giant Negro of that time who worked as a porter for Hoyer and Ludwig, the 
printers of the first Confederate stamps. This Negro was named "Buck" and was reputed to have a mule and wagon on 
which he transported baggage and other express from the railroad station to Murphy's Hotel. The VAPEX 75 card was 
produced, in part, on one of the original presses belonging to Hoyer and Ludwig, the lithographing firm responsible for 
the first five Confederate State stamp issues. It measures 8x10". The show cancellation can be seen at the left hand 
side of the card. 


Again, in 1975, the Columbus Philatelic Club reproduced the “Columbus Section” of the unissued block of nine 10¢ 
Confederate stamps. This time the Columbus Section was printed from electrotypes made from impressions from the 
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original plates. Since the original plates were not used to print this card, the lines in the background of Jefferson Davis’ 
portrait are much less distinct than those cards that had been printed from the original plate. The Columbus Section 
once again was printed in dark blue. Above this is a block of four of a Five Centavo Mexican stamp (Scott 357) that had 
been printed by George Linn. This block is reproduced in green. The balance of the card, its text, is printed in black ink 
on white glossy card stock measuring 6x8" (see Figure 7). 


Proof versions of the card exist. The text can be found printed on their glossy paper without the stamps appearing 


thereon; the block of four Five Centavo stamps and the Columbus Section exist printed on white glossy card stock with 
no text appearing. Both cards measure 6x8".

The most recent souvenir card featuring Confederate stamps was issued in 1985. This privately issued card came 

courtesy of the Confederate Stamp Alliance to commemorate fifty years of Confederate Philataly. It was issued March 

1st through 3rd, 1985 at a convention in Richmond. This card features fourteen different Confederate stamps in multi- 

color with black text printed on white card stock measuring 7%x10". This is one of the most attractive Confederate 

ama hed ever issued as it was printed with the various stamps in green, yellow, blue, red, and brown ink (see 
igure 8). 


This brings to an end this article on Confederate stamps on souvenir cards. There may be other cards issued with 
Confederate stamps on them that this author is not aware of. These Confederate souvenir cards make an interesting 
topical collection; excluding the 1918 Columbus Section card, the remainder of the cards can be purchased for about 
$20 total.

On June 19, 1861, Confederate Postmaster M. C. Gallaway issued “‘provisional’’ stamps and envelopes 
for the convenience of the citizens of Memphis. These stamps were printed on the press of The Avalanche, 
a newspaper owned by Col. Gallaway. 


The illustration on the left is that of an incomplete impression of the Two Cent value resulting from 
the cracking-off of the stereotypes on the outside edge of the plate. 


The illustration on the right is that of a tete-beche pair from a sheet of the Five Cent value.

For those readers who do not know me - most of you - | am a collector of almost anything that may resemble a 
souvenir card. Specifically, | prefer the offerings issued by the local clubs and societies - those done with a lot of 
enthusiasm but, possibly, without the finesse of a larger producer. In this capacity, | have been attempting to catalogue 
the cards of each issuer that | become aware of. With this in mind, | regard to column by Ed Beers as most important 
to my quest. 


| started this project five years ago and | believe that | now have a representative listing of the major issues of “local 
level" cards. Last year | received a copy of the Sanford Fields and Kenneth Picklo (SCCS 735) listing from Herb 
Trenchard (SCCS 1165). | found some surprises, but most of the cards | have in my listing | found described in past 
SCCS Journals, or from descriptions contained in articles from other sources, contacts mentioned in past articles in the 
Journals. 


I've included along with this “Introduction” the first compilation from my catalog. This is the listing of the souvenir cards 
issued at the FLOREX shows. Steve Patrick has continued the tradition of designing souvenir cards for this annual 
exhibition. After becoming acquainted a couple years ago, we instantly became good friends. Steve spread out the 
red carpet for me during the FUN show this year. 


Part One 


"FLOREX" 
The Florida Federation of Stamp Clubs: A Listing and Description of Their Souvenir Card Issues 


Robert J. Hallett 


The Florida Federation of Stamp Clubs was organized in 1949, being a joining of many stamp clubs then active in the 
state. As the federation grew it initiated stamp shows and exhibitions. Eventually, taking the acronym FLOREX as its 
symbol of recognition, it called its premiere annual show by this name. Over the years following 1949 other clubs with 
other shows have become members of this federation. 


Some of the clubs later joining have issued souvenir cards for their shows so they too are listed under the FLOREX 
logo, and are so catalogued. They are BAYPEX (Clearwater), BAY EXPO (Clearwater), STAMPOREE (Miami) and 
SUNPEX (Winter Park). 


In 1971 the first souvenir card under the FLOREX title was issued, this at their annual show in October. The first of a 
series of cards initiated and designed by the late David "Tex" Schaefer, this card issuance was to continue through 
1976. Within this six year span, the FLOREX card was a regular release and, at the same time, cards for BAYPEX, BAY 
EXPO, STAMPOREE and SUNPEX also were produced, all being released through the efforts of Tex Schaefer. For this 
reason, all these cards are included in this first series. 


The FLOREX cards of this first series - 1971 to 1976 - focused on the events depicted by previous United Nations postal 
issues as the favorite, but not the only, subject. The United States Bicentennial served as the subject material for the 
BAYPEX, BAY EXPO and SUNPEX cards. This five card issue (see descriptive table following) for the Bicentennial 
series designed by Tex Schaefer could be considered one of the better series of souvenir cards produced by any 
private (non-commercial) card designer. 


In 1986 Steve Patrick initiated the second series of souvenir cards for FLOREX, with cards featuring topical subjects of 
the Florida heritage. In this first year, “Astronauts Achievements in Space" was the theme of the card. “Florida Wildlife" 
and “Florida Railroads” followed in 1987 and 1988. In 1989, Steve Patrick conceived and released what | consider to be 
his best effort to date. The "Jenny and 70 Years of U.S. Mail" card is an excellent example of balance between the 
subject material and the thematic postal issues selected for this card. Then came the year of the Dinosaur. 


The 1989 Dinosaur first-day-of-issue card is listed as FLOREX 16A. | use an 'A’ to denote a card related to a show or a 
private issue of the card designer for that show. 
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All Steve Patrick cards use the large format of approximately 8x10" as opposed to the smaller 6x8" format used by Mr. 
Schaefer. These cards by Mr. Patrick are an excellent new entry in this our hobby and | am looking forward to 
expanding my collection with each of his annual surprises.

THE SOUVENIR CARD COLLECTORS SOCIETY is an organization consisting of souvenir card and intaglio-printed 
vignette collectors and dealers.

Bureau of Engraving and Printing 


The Bureau has released their exhibit schedule for 1992 and while in attendance at four numismatic and two philatelic 
shows they will issue nine souvenir cards for our pleasure. 


Six of the cards will be regular-type intaglio printings, as with previous years, and three will be, as the Bureau calls 
them, “Intaglio Prints". These three will be premium priced items. 


The Intaglio Prints will be available at shows where the Bureau will have, also, a Spider press and their usual display of 
articles from the archives such as sheeted currency and stamps. 


Pricing for the regular cards will be $4 at the show and at the Bureau Visitors Center or $5.50 through the mail, mint. 
For postally cancelled cards, price will be $4.30 at the Visitors Center and $5.75 by mail. For the Intaglio Prints, price at 
the show and the Visitors Center will be $20, or $22.50 through the mail. There will be no postally cancelled Intaglio 
Prints available from the Bureau. 


For the regular cards there will be a total of 8,500 printed and for the Intaglio Prints, 3,000. All cards will be on sale until 
31 December 1992 or unless sooner sold out. While there is no limit on purchases of the regular cards there is a limit of 
five cards per customer for the Intaglio Prints.

Recently one of our members raised a question about whether double-cancelled souvenir cards are considered to be 
a collectible item. Since this had not been addressed before in our Journal | questioned several souvenir card dealers 
and collectors to receive their view on it. 


Their unanimous opinion was that a double-cancelled card is generally regarded to be an aberration because it is not 
normal, and it is therefore not desirable as a saleable or collectible card. 


It could be argued that this column has been featuring cards for the last ten years that are not normal either, but | 
submit that the market reflects their desirability and saleability by the high prices that they command. However, the 
majority seems to rule in this case about double-cancelled cards. 


Illustrated here are two examples which tend to highlight this discussion.

AMERICAN BANK NOTE COMPANY 
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THE TWICE UNISSUED AUSTRALIAN FIVE SHILLING NOTE 


Alan L. Flint

An Australian five shilling note has never been issued, even though they were actually printed on two 
occasions (during the first and second World Wars) as a precaution against shortages of silver coin. 


On both occasions increasing business requirements caused, at times, demand for coinage to exceed the production 
capacity of the Australian branches of the Royal Mint. A further problem arose because higher silver prices resulted in 
the silver content of a coin approximating its face value. If prices went up further the coins would be worth more as 
metal than as coins! 


A Legal Impediment 


Initially, in 1916, 1,020,00 five shilling notes were printed but could not be issued until the Commonwealth Bank Act was 
amended to provide for the issue of Australian five shilling notes. However, the existing economic problems abated 
and the notes were not issued: all but a few were burnt and the original plates were destroyed. 


Many years later, the Sydney Morning Herald (7 October 1936) reported that a new five shilling coin to commemorate 
the accession to the Throne of King Edward VIII was being considered. It was suggested that the coin would be more 
artistic with King Edward's effigy on one side and a typically Australian design, or one of Empire significance, e.g. the 
English Crown, on the reverse. The then Treasurer said "...the new coins would not show the Emu's leg cocked up in 
the air as it is on some of the present coins." History has it that the coin was produced in 92.5% silver (Editor: .925 
silver) with the effigy of King George VI on the obverse as King Edward VIII had abdicated. Some 1,000,800 five shilling 
coins were struck in 1937 and a further 101,600 in 1938. 


Shortages of coin developed again, and during 1940 new five shilling note printing plates were prepared so that, if 
necessary, production could commence quickly. By 1942 there was a serious shortage of coin in Australia. The Mints 
in Melbourne and Perth were working flat out but couldn't meet the demand resulting from increasing economic activity 
due to war production, the return of members of the AIF (Editor: Australian Imperial Forces), and the arrival of large 
numbers of US servicemen in Australia. Hoarding was also believed to have taken place. To relieve the situation, some 
silver coins were minted in the US and copper coins continued to flow from the Calcutta Mint. A regulation to forbid 
hoarding was contemplated, but was not enacted. 


The issue of the five shilling note was again considered. The plates were completed, proofs were taken and approved, 
and the (then) Commonwealth Bank’s Note Printing Branch at Fitzroy, Victoria, was ready to go into production. If the 
new note issue went ahead, it was expected that some 50 additional female staff would be required at the Note Printing 
Branch for checking and examining duties. The issue of these notes would allow the Mints to discontinue striking 
92.5% silver coins, and coins returned from circulation would provide silver for the new coins with reduced silver 
content. It was thought that as soon as the notes were on issue and sufficient stocks of the new 3d. (Editor: three 
pence) to 2/- coins were available, the 92.5% silver coins could be withdrawn from circulation. A prohibition on the 
export of silver was being strictly enforced. The price of silver was rising rapidly and there was a possibility that an even 
lower denomination note (2/-) could be required. 


5/- Note in Production 


Early in 1946 an initial print run produced 35 million notes from 2,000 reams of cylinder-made paper by the English firm 
Portals with a printing format of 35 notes per sheet cut to 52/8" x 21/2". AA was chosen as the prefix for the note. By 
August, over 8 million notes had been partly printed, while others needed only signatures and numbers (one letterpress 
process) to be finished. The notes had an Intaglio back in red/brown and a front in black with two letterpress 
overprints on the front and grey and red/brown tints. By September, some 14 million notes were in storage. The 
reasonably good supply of the new coins meant that the issue of the five shilling note was now uncertain. 


At a conference in Melbourne in October, the General Managers of the banks were informed by the Governor of the 
Commonwealth Bank that the value of the silver in 92.5% silver coins approximated the face value of the coins. There 
was the prospect of further price increases, and if this occurred then coins would be melted down or hoarding would 
occur. To prevent this it was necessary to issue coins with a lower silver content immediately. As a further safeguard, 
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five shilling notes had been printed and were held in reserve and would be issued if necessary. 


At this stage there was a falling off in the public demand for coin, and production was proceeding without the need to 
melt down substantial amounts of the old 92.5% silver coins. Stocks of the high silver content coins started to 
accumulate. By the end of the year, 10 million completed notes were ready for issue, and a further 5,652,500 part- 
printed notes were held.

The notes were printed in 1946, but not required; they were subsequently destrovyed— apart from 
10 copies which are held by the Reserve Bank of Australia. 





Put on Hold 


At different stages during 1947-1951, the possibility arose of the further printing and issue of a five shilling note. In 1952 
Banks were invited to express their opinions on the issue of a five shilling note: three Banks were in favour, eight not in 
favour, and one undecided. Some replies even explored the possibility of a £2 note, a ‘tuppeny bit’ (two pence - 2d), a 
smaller penny (1d), and the elimination of the halfpenny denomination. 


Banks thought the issue of five shilling notes would prove expensive and require additional manpower. They felt that it 
would be difficult to keep the notes clean (life expectancy was estimated at about three months). It was recognized, 
however, that there was a case for having a unit of currency between the florin (Editor: 2/-) and the ten shilling note. 


By 1953 the price of silver had decreased and coins were in good supply. A new series of Australian notes was issued 
and all five shilling notes, apart from ten specimens, now held by the Reserve Bank of Australia, were destroyed. 


(While this article, with illustrations, has previously been published in Australian Coin Review, edition of September 
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1989, Mr. Flint was gracious enough to allow us to use it also. As will be seen from the title block, Mr. Flint is the 
Numismatic Curator of Note Printing Australia - their equivalent to the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. 


The article makes comment about two printings of ten shilling notes. | do not have pictorial evidence of them (they are 
not listed in Pick, the major reference on paper money) but the reverse of the second printing was recently issued by 


Note Printing Australia as a superb vignette for sale to collectors. See their ad, this issue. 


The note is printed on the actual remainder paper not used in 1946 and is fully intaglio printed in red and brown. 


C.C.C.C. 


Currency Club of Chester County has some souvenir 
cards yet remaining from previous issues that they would 
like to dispose of and, in so doing, they will share the 
proceeds with the SCCS, 50-50. This could be a way for 
newer members to obtain some quality intaglio cards. 


They have 11 sets remaining of the two card intaglio 1981 
10th Anniversary set. These are the cards with four 
vignettes featured, printed by Security Columbian BNC, 
with the major vignette having the very evident die crack 
in the plate. This is the only card we know of that was 
deliberately printed having a partially cracked plate. 


The pair, one in green and one in brown, are available for 
$15. 


In 1983 Currency Club had printed, by offset, another pair 
of cards. The printer made an error on one of them and 
corrected it by printing a correctly worded card. As such 
a two-card set became a three-card set. This set is for 
sale at $10. Again there remain 11 sets only. 


In 1985 the Bermuda Monetary Authority issued a card 
honoring the ANA Convention of that year and, also, the 
post-convention tour of Bermuda. Most of the 8x10" card 
was Offset printed but the vignette - the back of a $1 
Bermuda Government Series 1970 currency note - was 
printed intaglio on to the card. 2,500 were printed, 
C.C.C.C. has ten left of their original purchase. (Nels 
Aspen of C.C.C.C. is the authority, and author of the 
definitive book, on Bermuda currency, and his advice 
was requested when Bermuda began to think about 
issuing a card.) There is a price of $7 on these cards.

SOME RECENT NON-INTAGLIO CARD 
ISSUES 


Culver City Coin Club [Post Office Box 4159, Panorama 
City, CA 91412; (818) 342-6304] issued a card - their 
tenth - in August to celebrate the American Numismatic 
Association’s 100th anniversary. The card uses a Three 
Dollar note as the vignette, the note being on The Bank of 
Chicago and as originally printed by Toppan, Carpenter 
and Company, Cincinnati. 


Only 100 cards were printed with each being serialled. Of 
the 100 cards, 55 were cancelled at the ANA show in 
Chicago with the stamp used being the new 29¢7issue 
released on the first day of the show, 15 August. 


Copies of the card may be ordered, if yet available, from 
Dr. Walt Ostromecki at the address or phone number 
given. The card is $4 mint and $4.50 cancelled, with one 
of each being available for $8. Please add $1.50 for 
postage. Some of the club’s previous cards are also still 
available. 


The International Bank Note Society provided an 
unannounced pleasant surprise for their membership in 
their third quarter 1991 edition of the “IBNS Journal". A 
souvenir card, offset printed, was enclosed with the 
Journal and, tipped on to the card, was a British Armed 
Forces Special Voucher '10 New Pence’ 6th series note. 
The card was provided to the membership in celebration 
of the thirtieth anniversary of the IBNS, 1961-1991. There 
were no extra notes for sale to the public. 


Combining their efforts, the Colorado Springs Coin Club 
and Colorado Springs Numismatic Society issued their 
eighth card in July. The card depicts a stock certificate 
from the Rio Grande Junction Railway Company. For the 
train buff, the central vignette is of a local train pulling out 
of a tunnel.

A couple of administrative items are worthy of 
mention at this time. First, a minor change in 
Bidding Rule No. 8---A number of consignment lots 
have been received this past year that have included 
a quantity of raw cards--that is cards with no 
envelopes. Because during the cataloging of the 
cards for the auction each card must be identified 
with a lot number and consigner number, the cards 
must be placed in an envelope to avoid writing 
directly on them (something I suspect most buyers 
would not appreciate). To this point, sufficient 
spare envelopes have been available to properly 
package those raw cards. This supply has now 
disappeared, thus prompting the need for the change 
in consigning instructions. It will now be 
necessary for each card to be contained in an 
envelope when presented for auction. 


The second item is a reminder that unless 
specifically stated (NMB), a minimum acceptable bid 
exists for each lot presented. If no specific 
Starting Bid ($/B) appears at the conclusion of the 
description of the lot, the starting bid is $5 (see 
Rule #6). If the consigner has placed a ainiaus 
bid on the lot it will be noted with “"S/B". On 
several occasions bidders have submitted bids that 
were below the noted S/B. In most cases I have 
cought them before entering the bids and discarded 
them. As you can see in the Prices Realized for the 
Winter 1990 Auction that follows, I was not 
completely successful and had to so note the less 
than acceptable value bids because the submitted 
value had been previously published in the Prices 
Realized sent to those meabers requesting thea. 
The “Rej <M/B" notation is being presented to let 
those members who have received these Prices 
Realized know of the changes and the reason.

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In recognition of the forthcoming 100th Anniversary of the Universal Postal Union, this souvenir card 
presents, as its predominant feature, a block of four of the engraved vignette used on the 15¢ denomination 
of the series of airmail stamps issued in 1949 to commemorate the 75th Anniversary of the Union. The vignette 
portrays the World encircled by doves carrying messages. An artist’s rendition of the monument erected at Bern, 
Switzerland to symbolize the Union is shown at the left of the block of vignettes. 


The Universal Postal Union is one of the oldest intergovernmental organizations. It was created by a 
postal convention signed at Bern on October 9, 1874 and now has a membership which comprises practically 
every country of the World. Its purposes have been to establish a single postal territory for the reciprocal 
exchange of correspondence among the peoples of the countries of the World, to assure the organization and 
improvement of the postal services, and to encourage the development of international cooperation in this field.

Honoring the Twentieth Anniversary of the Currency Club of Chester County (Pennsylvania), the Washington Plate 
Printers Union produced an intaglio card, illustrated below, for sale at the Great Eastern Numismatic Association coin 
and currency show held 27 through 29 September, 1991 in Cherry Hill, New Jersey. 


A total of 1500 cards were produced. The 8x10" card features a collection of vignettes intaglio printed from steel 
engravings in brown and black colors with text printed in red and blue. The card is offered in an offset printed folder 
with GENA '91 convention information printed on the front cover and a history of the Currency Club of Chester County 
printed inside. 








This speciaily printed card required seven passes through a hand fed intaglio die-stamping press to produce. On the 
first pass, the title of the card was printed in blue ink on cream colored 100% rag content parchment paper. The text 
and union seal were next printed in red ink. A Pennsylvania coat of arms vignette was printed in black ink on the third 
pass. An eagle vignette, in brown, was printed on the fourth pass through the press. The Indian-head portrait in brown 
ink was the fifth pass result. On the sixth pass a trolley car scene was printed in black ink, and on the final pass a rural 
harvest scene was also printed in black ink.
